Within the last year, sil worms’ eggs have 
| been tranaported from Canton to the Sandwich 
| Islands, fo r. S. Peck. Mr. Peck is now 
| visiting us, to witness our progress in the silk 
| culture, and gain information of the most ap- 
| proved snd perfect manner of reeling. He has 
| a large mulberry plantation on one of the islands, 
| consisting of the White, Black or Red mulberry, 
| the Mutticaulis and the genuine Canton, import- 
led from Cantor—and has presented us tha 
| leafof the Canton, which corresponds with ours. 
He has also several million of seedlings, the pro- 
[res of seed from the Canton mission, such as 














was forwarded to Northampton, and now under 
cultivation, Mr. Peck says his nursery of seed- 
| lings will attain the height of 12 feet this year. — 
| He has excellent water privileges, and is pre- 
paring to do a large business in the growing and 
reeling of silk, and has already engaged 60 ma- 
chines for reehog by band labor, besides others 
| for water power. He will immediately bave 
| severa! hands uoder a system of instruction in

From the shelf; above 
there was a web in the shape of an inverted cone, 
8 or 10 inches in diamater at the top and concen- | 
trated to a focus about 6 or 8 inches from the un- 
der side of this shelf. From this focus there war | 
a strong cord made of the multiplied thread of | 
jer's web, apparently as large as common | 


| sewing silk, and by this cord the snake was sus- 


pended. 1 | 

Upon a critical examination throngh a magm 
fying glass, the following curious facis appeared. | 
The mouth of the snake was fast tied up, by a 
great number of cords wound round it so tigh! 
that he could not run out his tongue. His tail | 
was tied in a knot, so as to leave a small lowp or 
ring, through which the cord was fastened; snd 
the end of the tail above the loep to the lengt! of 
something ike over halfan inch was lashed fst 
tw the cord,to keep it from shpping. As the 
snake bung, the length of the cord, from the tai! 
to the focus te which it was fastened, was about 
six inches; a little above the tail there was ob- 
served a round ball about the size of a pea. 

Upon inspection, this appea tobe a green 
fly, around which a cord had been fastened 'o (he 
cords atove, aud from the rolling side of the bal! 
to keep it from aawinding and letting the snake 
down. Thecord, therefore must have extended 
from the focus of the web to the sheif bel 
where the snake was lying when first capture 
and being made fast to the loop in his tail, the 
fly was carred and fastened about midway to the 
side of the eord. And then by bowling this dy 
over and over, it wound around it, both from 
above and below, until the snake was raved to 
the proper — and then was fastened as tx- 
fore mentioned. 

In this situation the poor snake bung, n!ive, 
and furnished a continued feast tor several larg 
spiders until Saturday afternoon, the loth, when 
some persons, by playing with him broke the 
web above the focus, so as to let part of his body 
rest on the shelf below. In this situation he hn- 
gered, the spiders taking no notice of him, untt 
rursday last, eight days after ne was duscover 
ed, when come large ants were found devouring 
his dead body.
